THE PRICE OF BICYCLES 


The Beat nacUinc* Will Soon be Ob- 


tainable for $35 


In years past, when the bicycle in- 


dustry was in its bonanza days, 
the 


question of price was a minor one with 
the makers, but they are giving it a 
great deal of prayer this year, aud just 
what the retail price is to be next year 
is more than ever perplexing. 
The 


makers have made some fatal mistakes 
in this line in the past few years, and 
mistakes are luxuries that few can af- 
ford nowadays in the bicycle business. 
A prominent business man says that he 
considers it probable that by far the 
best prioe the makers of first class 
wheels can fix upon will be $35. 
If it is 


made $50 they will be bothered with a 
big crop of machines for 325; while if 
Aey put it at 835 they will really be 
likely to do away with a large share of 
the trade in the $25 wheel, for the rea- 
son tbat riders will be willing generally 
to pay 810 extra to get a "first class ar- 
ticle." Those who are in a position to 
know say«*bat it is very likely that the 
price of high grade wheels next year 
will be as low as $35; but if not that 
there are strong indications that it will 
be at least under 845.

In one important point the •narlias 


placed America foremost in tlie race for 
the commercial and naval supremacy of 
the North Pacific, says the Boston Jour- 
nal. 


It has given us by far the best chain 


of coaling stations. Great Britain has 
one good depot at Esquituanlt, B.C., 
but none of consequence nearer than 
Hong Kong, 
seven thousand miles 


away. "We have our station at Pear' 
Harbor, Honolulu, 2100 miles from 
San Francisco; another at Pago Pago, 
Samoa, a little more than 2000 wiles be- 
ycund, about half way between Hawaii 
and New Zealand; another still, jnst ac- 
quired by the Charleston, at Guam, in 
the Ladrones, a little more than 3500 
miles from Samoa, and about 4000 miles 
from Honolulu. Lastly, there is Ma- 
nilla, 1600 miles from Guam, and only 
700 from Hong Kong. All our ships of 
war in the Pacific except the monitors 
can easily steam from one of these sta- 
tions to another without ^recoaling, and 
in peace or in vrta when neutral or hos- 
tile ports are closed against us no) 
American cruiser or battleship or mer- 
chantman can be beyond reach of easy 
retuge under her country's flag. 


This means much for our trade and 


influence, and it means still more for 
the peace and security of the weaker 
peoplo who live on tbe islands or alorg 
the shores of the Pacific. Our war for 
freedom and humanity has indeed been 
far reaching—beyond what even the 


* most sanguine of us have dared to 


dream.

"The question of a treaty of com- 


merce will lead to considerable discus- 
sion, and the matter will be submitted 
to a commission of diplomatists, under 
the presidency of Senor Castillo."

For the second time Admiral Cervera 


of the Spanish navy visited Portsmouth 
today. He arrived here at 11.10 o'clock 
from Auuapohs aud although the fact 
that he was coming \v as kept as secret 
as possible there was gathered at tbe 
railroad 
station 
one of the largest 


crowds in the histoi v of the city and 
tUero was a rousing demonstration when 
the distinguished visitor got into the 
Portsmouth station. 


The admiral was accompanied by 


Paymaster E.lnardo Eidaeilhts, Lieut 
Maderio LMez and his son Lieut Angel 
Cervera 
The tram was obliged to stop 


a quarter of a mile outside of the station 
and while waiting on the track there 
Lieut. C.il and Chaplain Antonio Gran- 
los from the paroled prisoners at the 
navy yard joined their brother officers 
and it was necessary for a squad of po 
lice to open a way through the crowd to 
allow them to reach the car. 


As soon as the traiu palled into the 


station the cat was surroundtd by the 
police. Admiral Cervera was the first 
to step out on the platform, aud at he 
did so uncovered his head, while the 
crowd went almost wild and repeatedly 
cheered him until he and the other offi- 
cers reai hod then carriages. The crowds 
in 
the 
narrow 
streets 
were 


so dense and eager j to get a look 
at the •visitors that the police had to 
force * way through them with clubs 
for the carriages to start. This con- 
tinued until Portsmouth bridge was al- 
most reached, when the carriage in 
which the admiral was seated was able 
to break out of the mass and the driver 
rushed over the bridge on the way to 
the na\y yard, through Kittery 


The other officers were driven to the 


navy yard ferry landing where Admiral 
Carpenter's steam yacht was iu waiting 
and were soon hustled on board, when 
the start for the yard was made. 


As soon as the visitors reached the 


nary yard they were cordially received 
by Admiral O. O. Carpenter, command- 
ant of this yard, who extended to them 
the full ua\al honors befitting the oc- 
casion. A marina guard of fifty men in 
charge of Capt. Kilton, U. S. M C , 
was drawn up in front of the command- 
ant's headquarters and after the usual 
salute the visitors were escorted in and 
exchanged greetings 
•nith the com- 


mandant aud the other officers at the 
yard.

Here the admiral and his staff made a 
tour of inspection and as expected the 
meeting between the men and their

All the prisoners except those in the 


hospital were lined up as tbe officers en- 
tered the stockade and the Spanish ad- 
miral and his staff personally greeted 
each one. Many of the prisoners wept 
and kissed the admiral's hands and 
some put their arms around |his neck 
while their eyes earnestly followed his 
every movement. 
The admiral assured 


all that peace had been declared be- 
tween the United States and the King- 
dom of Spain and that they would soon 
be free to return to their country. At 
12 30 the visitors left the stockade for 
tfee hospital where the pathetic scenes 
were repeated. 
The cemetery where 


the dead prisoners were buried was al- 
so visited and each of the visitor* 
knelt on the ground as they entered 
•nd remained uncovered as they closely 
examined the inscription on the tem- 
porary nlab at the head of each grave. 
The visitors will dine this afternoon 
with Admiral Carpenter and it is ex- 
pected tori they will pass tbe night at 
the liockingham hotel in this city. 


Admiral Cervera will probably give 


aome instructions in regard to tbe re- 
lease of the prisoners, when the govern- 
ment decides to set them free. 


At 130 Admiral Cerrera and his offi- 


cers weie escorted to Admiral Carpen- 
ter's home where a lunch was seived, 
after which the admiral returned to tbe 
hospital and ftgftin visited tbe sick sail- 
sailors and held a long conversation 
with the suffering men. After tbe visit 
to tbe hospital be was escorted back to 
Admiral Carpenter's residence »nd this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock he will go to 
tbe Wentworth, Newcastle, and will 
dine at tbe famous resort and will past 
the night at the Rockingham hotel here.
